verses have extra stanza texts underneath, render- 
ing them useless. Choral directors should be careful 
to examine the edition carefully prior to rehearsal to 
screen for such potential problems. 

Nonetheless, Bach Chorale service....is an im- 
portant resource that should not be overlooked for 
the Bach anniversary year.

The particular selection of the above collection 
chosen for this review is the Pastorale on ‘‘Cleans- 
ing Fountain”’ for flute, oboe, 3 B> clarinets, 
handbells (3 octaves), and piano by Douglas 
Wagner. Mr. Wagner has chosen a little-known but 
utterly charming and early American tune for 
remarkably fresh and creative treatment in this 
appealing arrangement of slightly over three min- 
utes’ performing duration. The demands made on 
the performers are modest, especially for the clari- 
netists. Some 16th note runs are expected of the 
flutist, oboist, and pianist, but these are quite idio- 
matically written. This piece is certain to add 
freshness to a Lenten or general service, utilizing 
musicians apt to be found in or near most congrega- 
tions. Full score as well as individual parts are pro- 
vided. The success of the piece depends rather 
heavily upon having all the parts represented, but 
the effort needed in rounding them up will be more 
than rewarded.
